Oil Line Rupture

Escape Drills Important 
when Real Fire Strikes 


The Grayling City and Township Fire Department offer 
these tips to help you and your family if fire strikes: 

— Install and maintain smoke detectors on each floor of 
the home. Test each one at least weekly. If you have the bat- 
tery type change the batteries at least yearly. The impor- 
tance of smoke detector is apparent when we read the 
National Fire Protection Association (NFPA) statistics that 
tell us that: over 60 percent of multiple death fires occur be- 
tween midnight and eight a.m. 

—Plan and practice EDITH (Exit Drills In The Home) 
until everyone in the home knows what to do. Don’t wait for 
smoke and fire to surprise you. 

~-Practice now sleeping with the door closed. The door 


“holds back smoke and fire while you escape. 
-~Practice testing the door for heat. Since heat rises, fee} - 


the door as high as you can reach. If the door is warm, don’t 
open it, use your second means of escape. 

—Practice what to do if you become trapped. Put closed 
doors between you and the smoke. Stuff cracks and cover 
vents to keep smoke out. If a phone is available, call in your 
exact location to the fire department even if they are at the 
scene. Tell children not to hide. Wait at the window and sig- 
nal with a sheet or flashlight. 

—Practice crawling low if caught in smoke. 

_ —Have children practice saying the fire department. 
phone number, the family name, street address and towh into 
the telephone.

Miobilizing Troops Is No 
Longer One Simple Order 


{Editor's Note: This Is the second of a 
four-part serles on mobilization for war 
and what witli happen In the event of a 
confilct on the national, International 
and local scene. 

The articfes are written with the assis- 
tance of Lt. Col. Douglas Cardis, Camp 
Grayling Mobilization Planner, and Is part 
of a continuing effort to Keep the people 
of the local area Informed about what Is 
going onat the camp.) 


Mobilization, 
The Chain of Command 


“Everyone will now be mobilized and all 
boys old enough to carry a spear will be sent 
to Addis Ababa. Married men will take their 
wives to carry food and cook. Those without 
wives will take any woman without a hus- 
band. Women with smal!l babies need not go. 
The blind, those who cannot walk or for any 
reason cannot carry a spear are exempted. 
Anyone found at home after receipt of this 
order will be hanged.” 

The order was sent out by Ethiopian Em- 
peror Haile Selassie upon the invasion of 
that country by Italy in World War JI. For- 
tunately most of its provisions will not be 
necessary or carried out here but the one 
certainty when all out war becomes a 
reality is that “everyone will now be 
mobilized.” 

Our immediate concern here are the per- 
sonnel that have been in a regular training 
program and how they will reach the frorit 
lines. It will not be simply a matter of a sin- 
gle leader ordering the troops to head for the 
fighting, It willbe a complicated but rapid 
series of steps beginning with the Comman- 
der in Chief of a particular theater of action 
overseas who will relay to the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff information about a threatening situa- 
tion. They in turn discuss the situation with 


the President, 

Depending on the situation, the President 
may then call up to 200,000 personnel for 90 
days. If the situation demands, he can with 
agreement by congress extend the active 
participation for an additional 90 days. 

If in a fictitious foreign country threaten- 
ing situation, the matter worsens, Congress 
and the President may elect to declare a 
partial mobilization of up to 1,000,000 per- 
sons for a period of 24 months. If then enemy 
action warrants, Congress and the Presi- 
dent can call for full mobilization and this 
would activate all reserve component units, 
individual reservists, retired personne) and 
private resources. 

Finally the most urgent step will be for 
Congress and the President to call for total 
mobilization. That declaration, in addition 
to activating the existing forces, authorizes 
the organization and generation of person- 
nel and resources beyond the existing force 
structure. 

Up to the point where only active army 
forces are utilized, the National Guard is in 
a pre-mobilization posture where they are 
under the National Guard Bureau opera- 
tional control. Once a single or many guard 
divisions are activated, the direct command 
changes to that of the regular army for 
those particular divisions. The divisions 
that are not mobilized remain under the 
National Guard Bureau. Obviously if there 
is full mobilization few if any units would be 
associated with the National Guard. 

Mobilization, however, would place Camp 
Grayling in an entirely different operational 
program because the facility would become 
the focal ‘assembly point for activating 
units, On the local scene, then, highly com- 
plex plans are developed for handling the 
personnel.

Petition Efforts 
Continue Against 
Guard Expansion 


A petition seeking limits on Camp Gray- 
ling expansion has received about 600 sig- 
natures as of Tuesday, June 23. Don Welser, 
who helped start the petition drive, says 
there are hundreds of other petitions still 
being circulated. 

Organizers are going to ask for petitions 
to start being sent in by July 4th. 

Besides limiting Camp Grayling expan- 
sion, the petition asks for restrictions on 
helicopter and aircraft maneuvers over pri- 


vate lands and reasonable limits on night- 


_ time firing. In addition to these requests, the 


petition asks the Michigan legislature to 
enact special legislation to provide a 50 per- 
cent property tax reduction for all areas af- 
fected by Camp Grayling noise pollution or 
other training problems. 

Signatures on the petitions have come 
from Grayling, Frederic, Lovells, Mio, Sag- 
inaw, Bay City, the Detroit area, and all 
over the state. 


Miiitary Seeks Lease 
On Kalkaska Land

The Department of Natural Resources 
and the State Military board are working on 
a 20-year lease agreement for 13% sections 
of land in‘ Kalkaska County west of the 
Manistee River and north of M-72. 

Bear Lake Township supervisor Ed Mogle 
has expressed firm opposition to the pro- 
posed lease. He has received many calls 
from his constituents who are also against 
the military using the land. He pointed out 
that they are mostly retired people who do 
not want the noise and traffic that the mili- 
tary would bring to an otherwise peaceful 
recreation area. 

Mogle said that he recently met with Bob 
Borak of the DNR and Lt. Col. Pat Nunn and 
Lt. Col. Lee Lawson and that session was the 
first time that he has heard about the pro- 
posal. 

The land in question would actually be ex- 
changed on a lease basis for sections that 


have been found to contain kirtland’s war- 
blers on the eastern side of the military 
property in Crawford County. 

The land that would be turned over to the 
military in Kalkaska County is described as 
being in Township 27 North, Range 5 West, 
sections 2, 3, 10, 11, 14, 15, 22, 23, 25, 26, 27, 34, 
35, west half of section 36, The last two and 
one half sections are south of M-72. The 
property is two sections wide from M-72 to 
County Road 612. 

Nunn said that he has heard nothing about 
a decision on the exchange lease. He said 
that the final word would come from the 
State Military Board and the DNR head- 
quarters in Lansing. 

Borak said that he has received recom- 
mendations from the field and there should 
be a decision on the matter this week. 

Regional DNR Chief John MacGregor 
confirmed that the military has asked for 
the land but that the final decision has not 
yet been made. 


More Troops Mentioned 


200 Indiana Guard 
Attend Chamber Reception 


“We want to preserve all things sacred to 
our nature but unfortunately readiness for 
war takes training and noise and helicop- 
ters.” 

That comment was made to members of 
the Grayling Regional Chamber of Com- 
merce last week by Indiana Adjutant 
General Maj. Gen. Carl G. Furrell during a 
reception hosted by the chamber. He also 
commented that the guard is very concern- 
ed about the quality of life and protection of 
the air, land and water.

Farrell introduced Maj. Gen. Kenneth 
Himsel, commander of the 38th Division, 
who made mention of the fact that he had 
flown over the military area of Camp Gray- 
ling with the Forces Commander. He said 
that the commander was very impressed 
with the facilities here and thought that 
there should be a reassessment of this lo- 
cation for training. Himsel said that the 
eommander thought more troops should be 
assigned here in the spring. 


Farrell was presented a Carlisie canoe 
paddle as a token of remembrance by Gray- 
ling Mayor Gordon “Sandy’’ Thompson who 
pointed out that the general could never 
again be ‘‘up the creek without a paddle.” 

Ron Fraser acted as master of cere- 
monies for the reception and introduced the 
members of the chamber’s Military Affairs 
Committee. He complimented them on a 
good job of continuously working to achieve 
better community-military relations. He 
also introduced new chamber office mana- 
ger Christine Holtz and asked the chamber 
members to welcome her . 

Ron Phillips, a member of the Military Af- 
fairs Committee awarded Fraser 4 Merito- 
rious Service certificate because of his ded- 
icated work on the Military Affairs Com- 
mittee. Fraser also introduced the chamber 
board whom he said deserved a lot of credit 
for a hard year of reorganization. He said 
that he expected the board to take many 
constructive steps this year to attract busi- 
ness and tourists to the area. 

About 200 Indiana National Guard officers 
and non commissionered officers as well as 
chamber members attended the reception 
held at the Grayling Holiday Inn. 


Crawford AuSable To Try 
Aiternate Day Kindergarten 


The Crawford AuSable School Board 
voted to try a full-day/alternate-day kinder- 
garten on a trial basis for the 1987-88 school 
year. Kindergarten students will attend 
school for a full day on alternate days in- 
stead of a half day every day. 

Superintendent Kent Reynolds said the 
full-day/alternate-day schedule will cut in 
half the number of hours kindergarten stu- 
dents were riding buses for the half-day/ 
every day program. He noted with the every 
day program some kindergarten students 
were on the bus for as long as 4 hours a day 
for 2% hours of school. 

Other advantages of the fuli-day/alter- 
nate-day program were listed at a meeting 
June 2 with about 54 parents of 1987-88 kin- 
dergarteners. 

Dr. Ruth McKenzie, Holton Superinten- 
dent, told the audience Holton kindergarten 
teachers felt they gained an extra 12 days of 
instruction time when they became the first 
public schoo! district in Michigan to adopt 
the full-day/alternate-day program in 1983. 

She also said test scores were excellent 
and attendance improved. 


Diane Fictell, who has taught kindergar- 
ten in Holton for 16 years, said children 
weren’t too tired with the all-day program. 
She also said in four years of the program, 
only two children have showed up on the 
wrong day. 

Adopting the new program on a trial basis 
comes after six months of research into a 
full-day/alternate-day schedule. A commit- 
tee of Dave Hawkins, Pat Nunn, Patty Haw- 
kins, Nancy Nunn, and Pam Spencer found 
there is nothing to show either an educa- 


‘tional benefit or detriment associated with 


full-day/alternate-day kindergarten. They 
aiso found student stamina is not a problem 
after the first few weeks, and 95% of the 
parents from the Houghton Lake School Dis- 
trict (in its 3rd year of the program) report- 
ed they liked the schedule. 

Seventy two school districts in Michigan 
now operate full-day/alternate-day kinder- 
garten. In addition to the extra instructional 
time for kindergarten students, the school 
district will also save about $17,500 by re- 
ducing the mid-day bus runs for kindergar- 
teners..

ANOTHER HOSTAGE — Shifting gears 
just a bit... 

Another American hostage has been 
grabbed in Beirut. News reports recently 
told of how 14 kidnappers grabbed freelance 
American journalist Charles Glass at a 
Beirut intersection, beat him and stuffed 
him into a car trunk, and took off into 
oblivion. 

Also grabbed with Mr. Glass was Ali 
Osseiran, the son of Lebanon’s defense 
minister. , 

Once again, this is a tragic occurrence. 
Mr. Glass used to work for ABC news, and 
currently was traveling in the Middle East 
doing research for a book he plans to write 
about the Middle East. A native of Los 
Angeles, he now lives in London with his 
wife and family. 

Who grabbed Mr. Glass and Mr. Osseiran 
is not really clear, which is similar to most 
of the other kidnappings in the international 
trouble spot. 

The fact remains that Mr. Glass should 
not have been in Beirut in the first place. 
Apparently he felt safe, traveling with the 
son of a high Lebanese official; but he 
wasn’t. There is a national ban on United 
States citizens traveling in Beirut; but Mr. 
Glass was there anyway, and on a freelance 
hasis at that. : 

Certainly we must feel compassion for 
Mr. Glass and his relatives; but we cannot 
escape the parallel conclusion that if he 
hadn’t been there in the first place, he 
wouldn’t have been kidnapped.

The Michigan School of Finance Com- 
mission has recommended that every dis- 
trict be required to provide a minimum edu- 
cational standard or face reorganization or 
takeover by the state. 

The obligation would mark a departure 
from traditionally loose state requirements, 
which currently list only a semester in 
civics. 


The proposed standards, -outlined by the: 


commission’s Educational Quality Subcom- 


mittee, would be mandated by the state but | 


local districts would be required to develop 


a plan to implement them, said S. Martin 


Taylor, co-chair of the group. 

The State Board of Education would 
define the core requirements for all stu- 
dents, develop methods of evaluation and 
report educational results. 

Local districts would also be required to 
develop a pian to evaluate their programs in 
achievement and employability measures, 


attendance and: graduation rates, gradua-' 


tion follow-up and instructional implemen- 
tation. Both plans would have to be ap- 
proved by the state. 

If a district fails to administer the core 
curriculum in communication skills, mathe- 
matics, science, social studies, health and 
physical education, career and vocational 
development and arts and humanities, Tay- 
lor said, the state would be able to mandate 
a specific program through several forms, 
including district reorganization, replace- 
ment of the board of education and adminis- 
tration or restructuring of the district 
delivery system. 

Taylor said it has not yet been determined 
how the mandatory programs would be

core curriculum programs. ‘The issue isn't 
local control, it’s the future of Michigan.” 

Taylor pointed out that many of the ideas 
the subcommittee has proposed are in exis- 
tence or have been discussed before, in- 
cluding competency testing. Most of the 
recommendations would require legislative 
action though the constitution would allow 
the state board to mandate the programs, he 
said. 

Tayher also indicated the department and 
the state board may need to be restructured 
to accomplish the recommendations.

Fueled by alcohol in local 
saloons, lumberjacks and 
soldiers fought to prove their 
rugged image some 70 years 
ago.

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Lifetime of Experience Guides Skip's Sport Shop

Hunters and fishermen who know Skip and Gail Madsen 
listen avidly when they make suggestions because they speak 
from a lifetime of first hand outdoor experience. 

Skip was operating an AuSable Riverboat at the age of 
seven. Gail spent hear early years with her parents operating 
what she judges to have been the only tourist resort in Craw- 
ford County. 

About 22 years ago the Madsens built a three-pump gas 
Station at the site of the present Skip’s Sport Shop. They 
operated it only during the summer and spent the off season 
fishing or traveling for several years. Skip said that they 
really had no obligations at that time. He commented that at 
some point they needed some more money or “something 
like that” so they added on to the gas station and started a lit- 
tle sporting goods business. He said that the gas business was 
“nothing to get excited about.” 

Eventually they purchased a sporting goods store down- 
town and operated it for about one year. In the meantime 
they added on another 24 by 36 room to the M-72 store with the 
intent of eventually consolidating the two operations. Gail 
said that she ran the downtown store and Skip the M-72 loca- 
tion. They decided that it was too much of a problem to han- 
dle both locations. 

They did some accounting for the two operations and 
estimated that they could lose 50 percent of the business and 
still be well off because they would not have the overhead of 
the second operation.

His dedication and “can do” 
attitude quickly captured the 
attention of his supervisors 
and peers. In September, 
1985, he was promoted to the 
rank of Sergeant and 1986 
donated 1,057 hours of ser- 
vice to the Department. He 
was also recognized by the 
Orange County Reserve 
Coordinators Association for 
dedicated service for 1986. 
Wilcox, formerly of Gray- 
ling, is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs, John Wilcox, Jr., of 
Grayling. He and Terry 
Moore, of Garden Grove, 
Calif, plan to marry on 


More additions followed and the business increased al- 
though, Skip said, the business in winter was not very great 
even into the early 70’s. He commented that since then, 
because the population has grown and income increased, the 
winter business has really grown. “‘It has been just an overall 
improvement in the local economy that has cause for the 
growth,” Skip estimated. The Madsens attribute much of the 
credit for the business to the local residents. 

The one venture away from the hunting and fishing busi- 
ness, snowmobile sales and repair, ended the year when 
there was little snow and no snowmobile sales. Skip said that 
they also sold outboard motors at one time but that also was 
dropped. He said that he has since made a vow never to han- 
dle anything that involves a gasoline engine. 

Upon reflecting about the depth of their experience in the 
outdoors, Gail told about her father’s love of the outdoors and 
the fact that their cabin resort was always filled with hunters 
or fishermen. She said that her dad became foreman of Bear 
Archery when he moved to Grayling. He took all 10 children 
out fishing or hunting all of the time, she noted. She said that 
her first deer rescue from starvation occurred when she was 
about five years old. ‘We used to go out in the winter, my 
brothers and I and get the starving deer,” she said. ‘We 
picked them up and put them on our toboggans, brought them 
home and nursed them back to health,”’ she commented. 

The Madsens observed that when they were young, win- 
ter travel was with skis or snowshoes. Skip talked about this 
minnow catching business that began when he was seven 
years old. He stored them and then once a week his father

drove him to a little store next to where Dingman’s Bar is - 


now located where he sold his catch. 

Skip’s reflections about unusual happenings during his 
business tenure brought about a remembrance of the travel- 
ing salesman who asked to use his telephone because he had 
accidentally left his wife in Wisconsin. The man explained 
that he usually traveled by himself but on this particular trip 
his wife accompanied him. When he stopped for gas his 
spouse went to the restroom. When his tank was filled, he 
started the car and drove off and never realized that he had 
left her until he reached Grayling. Skip advised him not to 
even try, to locate her (obviously believing that she might 
murder him for driving off}. 

Another funny episode happened years ago when a man 
came in to ask to see a picture of a deer because he was going 
hunting and had never seen one. 

Skip’s biggest trout caught on the river was 32 inches. 
Gail said that her largest was a brown trout 31% inches. She 
has also taken one on the Manistee River that measured 28 
inches. 

The Madsens have been nursemaids regularly during the 
fawn season when people drop off animals they have found 
who were in trouble, Others are dropped off by DNR officials. 
One year they had four of them, Gail said. One was evidently 
attacked by a mink because it had puncture wounds in the 
nose, she noted. It was not expected to survive but the Mad- 
sens helped pull it through and returned it to the woods after 
a couple of months. 

Gordie Howe, of Detroit Red Wings hockey team fame, is 


a regular customer at Skip’s as are some of the Fords. The 
Madsens are often called upon to take out some special 
groups for a fishing experience. They helped make a show for 
the “Country Sportsman” television show eminating from 
Tennessee. Through the show and its star, they have had the 
opportunity to meet the Oak Ridge Boys. On another occasion 
they organized guides and hosted a group of out-of-state out- 
door writers, 

When asked whether they have ever guided people on 
fishing trips, Skip said he has never in his life guided for pay. 
Gail said, “The time that we spend fishing is our time. Our 
outdoor activities are our therapy,” she said. The few excep- 
tions have been with very close friends or best customers, 
she commented. 

One bit of advice Skip passed along was that he does not 
advocate getting into the sporting goods store business be- 
cause of a love for hunting and fishing. He noted that they 
went into the business because they were looking for a good 
business. “‘If you like to hunt and fish, don’t get into the sport- 
ing goods business,"’ he commented. 

Skip said that they are probably the largest strictly hunt- 
ing and fishing store north of Clare. He said that the store is 
open 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. seven days a week. He said that he has 
always insited that the store stay open during the hours that 
it advertises. Their store may stay open later than the 8 p.m. 
hour but never close earlier, Skip said. 

Gail said, ‘‘The town has been good to us. We have fished 
a lot of places in the U.S. but we think that Michigan has the 
best year-round fishing.”
